2. The exjdosives mentioned in paragraph 1 shall be 
imported subject to the Mtowing conditions, namely:- 


(1) necessary clearances axe obtained finm the Diiectar 
General of Civil Aviation and the Intramatioiial Airports 
Authority of India and conditions, if any, imposed by 
these two audmrities shall be strictly emnj^ied with; 

(2) the ex):dosives conformmg only to Division 1.4 of the 
classification given in section 3 of the Ihtmiational Air 
Transport Association Dangerous Goods Regulations, 
1996 shall be impmted; 

(3) the relevant provisions rel^g to the possession, 
transport, use and impest of erqrlosives, as contained in 
the said rules, excefirt sub-ral^2) of rule 31, slmll be 
strictly cmnplied with; 

<4) adequate mindier of explosives vans, licensed under the 
said lules^ shall be kept rearfy at die airpoit so that the 
exi^osives may be removed coqiediliously fimn the 
ainxafi aftor its landing; 

(5) the aircraft shall be parked at a imote place at the 
airport and an area of at least five hundred square metres 
around the ammiit arkl e}q}jomves van shall be cordoned 
off by providii^ adequate numbo' of security guards in 
ccnmdtBtion widi the Director General of Aviation 
before the transfix of ciq^osives from airtmrff to van is 
started. The arrangement shall continue till such 
transfer is con^eted ai^ the vair, duly locked, leaves the 
site; 




(7) the vai® canying tiSe explosives shall jaroceed to the 
storage magaziites liceosed under the said rules and no 
undue delay shall be made m die way and fdl provisions 
of the said rules and local traffic :i^es and mumcipal 
i^vilatioiis daatt be complied widi during die 
transportation of d» explosives.

General of Civil Aviatirai and toe InteniBtional Airpofts 
Auduuity of India and coaiditions,''if any, impose4 by 
titose tw aiito(»ities shaU be strictly cranidied with; 

(2) the ^qjlosives crmfoiming only to Divisicto 1.4 of tte 
classi^catioo given in section 3 of the Intonational Air 
TiBtBqmrt Association Dangeious. Goods Regulations, 
.1996 diall be inqxnrted; 

(3) toe relevant provisions lelatiDg to the possession, 
tranqxnt, use and impart of ex]to»ives, as contained in 
the said rules, except sub-rul^i) of rale 31, toall be 
strictly complied with; 

(4) adequate number of explosives vans, licensed under the 
said rules, shall be kept read^ at the asiport so that toe 
ex^offlves may be removed expcditioosly from the 
aircraft after hs landing; 

(5) toe aircrait dtall be pttrli;ed at a remote place at the 
airpmt and aa area of at least five hundred square metres 
arramd the aircraft and exi^osives van diall ^ cordemed 
off by {TOviding adequ^ number of security guuds in 
oonsuhation with toe Directw General of Civil Aviation 
before toe transfer of mqdosives firom aircraft to van is 
started The anangemeot shall continue till such 
transfer is completed and toe van, d^ locked, leaves toe 
site; 

(6) no smoking or use naked light shall be permitted 
within the cordoned area; and

undue del^ shall be made on the way and all provisions 
of toe said rules and local trafBc rules and municipal 
regulations shall be cmnidied with ^i^ring the 
transpoitation ofthe explosives.
